It requires in general cuery thing 
whartſocuer that tends to the heipe 
or turtherance of the wealth and 
outward good eſtate of man, and 
thoſe things are either inward in che 
heart, or outward things. 

"Things inward inthe heart, are 
wo: 

Firſt, a tayednelle inthe minde, 
anda lerled purpoſe inthe hcartof 
man or woman,to ſeeke riches and 

outward 
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outward pood things, onely fo far 
as they may in the vie of lawfull 
meanes, and may look for the bleſ- 
ſing of God on their endeuours, 
and ſo far as the Lord ſhall be plea- 
ſed to offer them matrer, and to 
giue them uſt occaſion ſorodoe, 
and no further. 

Secondly, a contentedneſſe of 
minde, with that part and portion 
of wealth , and of outward good 
things, whether it belittle or much, 
which God hath allotted : the 
ground of which contentedneſle of 
minde, is a reſting by faith on the 
promiſe of God, and a depending 
on his prouidence without diſtruſt- 
full care. 

Outward good things,areeither 
ſuch chings as tend co the helpe or 
furtherance of a man or womans 
owne wealth, and outward good 
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Or ſuch things as tend to the 
helpe or turtherance of the wealth 
and outward good eſtate of ano- 
ther, or others,one or more. 

Such things as tend to the helpe 
or furtherance of a man or womans 
owne wealth and outward good 
eſtate,are either concerning the get- 
ting of wealth, the keeping of 
wealth, or the v(ing of wealth, 

Things that concernethe getting 
of wealth, are two : 

Firſt, an honeſt and lawfull par- 
ticular calling, wherein euery one 
being of yeares, 1s to walke and to 
be imployed. 

Secondly, Diligence, and pain- 
fulnefſe,and faithful labour in that 
honeſt particular calling,wherein a 
man or a woman is ſer. 

Things that concerne the kee- 
ping of wealth, are two : 

Firſt, frugalicy or thriftineſſe, anda 
care 
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careto ſaue that wealth which God 
hath giuen. 

Secondly, peaceableneſle, and a 
care to keepe and hold that wealth 
which God hath giuen,with peace, 
auoiding law and contention, as 
much as is poſhble. 

Things that concerne the vling 

of wealth, aretwo : : 

Firſt, a wiſe, conuenient,and ſea- 
ſonable diſpenſing of the wealth 
which God hath giuen to any, to 
the honeſt maintenance of them- 
ſelues and their tamilies , it they 
haue any. 

Secondly, a moJeration in ſpen- 
ding that wealth which God hath 
given to any perſon, man or wo- 
man, ordering and limiting their 
expences to the proportion ot their 
meanes. 

Such things as tend to the helpe 
or furtherance of the wealth and

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outward good eſtate of another,or 
others, one or more, are foure. 

1 Juſt dealing with another, or 
others, one or more, in reſpe&t of 
wealth and outward good things. 

2 Yeelding helpe to another,or 
others, in outward good things, 
ftinding in need of heIpe thar 
way. 

2 Procuring the wealth of ano- 
ther, or others, one or more. 

4 In reſtoring things vniuftly 
gotten or taken away from another, 
or others, one or more. 

Iuſt dealing with another, or 0- 
thers, one or more, in reſpe&t of 
wealth and outward good things, 
ſtandeth in fourethings :

good meanes : and this communis 
cating to the neccſhties of others 

Yn outward things , muſt be with 
reſpect,

great need, before thoſe whole 
wants are but common and ordina- 
rie; and thole that are in extreme

It forbids in generall whatſocuer 
is contrary to the truth, and tends 
to the hurt or hinderance of the 
good name of man or woman;zand 
thoſe things are,

rie tothe truth,and tend to the hurt 

or hinderanceof a man or womans 
owne good name : 

Or ſuch things as are contrarie 
to the truth, and tend to the hurt or 
hinderance of the good name of 
another, or others, one or more. 

Such things as are contrarie to 
thetruth, and tend to the hurt or 
hinderanceof a man or a womans 

 0wne good name, are eitherthings 
inward 
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inward in the heart, or expreſſed 
and vtrered by the tongue. 

Things inward in the heart, are 
two things eſpecially.

or extenuating and leflening the 
graces and gitts God hath beſtow-. 
ed on them. 

Such things as are contrary to 
the truth, and trend to the hurt or 
hinderance of the good name of 
another, or others, one or more, 
are, 

Either things inward in the heart, 
or expreſſed and vitered by the 
tongue. 

Things inward in the heart, ate 
foure things eſpecially. 

1 Lightand wrongfull ſuſpict- 
on, and euill ſurmiſing and cauſe- 
lc!lz miſdeeming ot another, or 0- 

thers, 
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thers, one or more, which comes 
either from their weakneſſe of 
iudgement, or from their owne 
guiltinefle of finne, or from ſome 
euill afteation of enuie, hatred, or 
the like. 

2 Rath, vncharicable, and vn- 
wſt judging and condemning of 
another, or others, one or more, 
which is done two waies: Either in 
reſpe& of their perſons, as when 
they thinke otherwiſe of their per- 
ſons, than they ought to doe, in re- 
gard of ſome {]1ps, infirmiries, euill 
reports; or inregard of ſomecroſ- 
ſes, or ſome ſtrange accident that 
befals them: Or in regard of their 
words or deeds, as when they 
thinke and iudge otherwiſe of their 
words and deeds, than they ought 
co doe, as when they thinke and 
indpe ill of their good ſpeeches 
or actions, or doe take their = 
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ches or aftions that are indiffe- 
rent in the worſt part,or doe thinke 
and iudge the things that are ſpo- 
kenor done amille by then, worſe 
than they are. 

3 Inward contemning and thin- 
king baſely of another, or others, 
one or more, and diſdaining of 
them for worldly reſpects. 

4 Admiring of others,and mag- 
nifying ofthem in the inward con- 
ceit of the heart aboue their worth, 
which is moſt vile and odious, when 
it is for theirerrors and fines. 

Things expreffed and vitered by 
the tongue,areeitber things expreſ- - 
ſed and vttered to another, or 0- 
thers, one or more, ot things ex- 
preſſed and vttered of another, or 
Others, one or more. 

Things expreſſed and vttered 
by the tongueto another,or ochers, 
one or more, are either things vt- 

tered 
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tered vainly or fallly. 

Things vttered vainly,are either 
things vttered without reaſon, and 
out of ſeaſon,when a man or a wo- 
man are pratlers, and too full of 
words,and do keep nothing ſecret, 
but tell whatſocuer they know,and 
doe needleſſely publiſh the ſecrets 
and infirmities of others, to their 
diſcredit. 

Thethings vttered fallly,are two 
eſpecially : 

i Lying, when a man or a wo- 
man doe willingly and wittingly 
ſpeake that which they know 1s 
falſe, with a minde and purpoſe to 
deceive, which is moſt odious, 
when it is either to cloake and 
ſmooth ouer a {inne alreadie com- 
mitted, or to make way for ſinne 
and the doing of ſomeeuil,or when 
itis tointrapanother,or others,one 
or more, and to draw them into 

ſome 
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ſomeerrour or {inne, or into ſome 
danger. 

2 Such ſpeech as ſetteth either 
praiſe or diſpraiſe where it ſhould 
not, and a man or a woman doe 
praiſe others to their faces vniuſtly, 
by flattering of them,as when they 
doe to their faces praiſe,commend, 
and extoll either their perſons, or- 
their gifts, or their ations, aboue 
that which they know or thinke, ef- 
ther to get ſauour with them, or 
ſome way or other for their owne 
aduantage, which is moit odious, 
when itis with hatred and malice 
inthe heart, and that flattering 1s 
moſt hurtful and dangerous, which 
is vied in things thar concerne the 

Ifai.s.20. ſtare of the ſoule. And they doe 
lob 16-20: diſpraiſe others to their faces vn- 

eb 27.5,6. . l \f 
juſtly, when in their ſpeech vttered 
to others, they doe contrarie to 
their knowledge, and out of enuie, 
diſpraiſe 
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diſpraiſe their perſons, or good 
gifts, or good ations, with a pur- 
poſe eitherto diſgrace or to diſcou- 
ragethem. 

Things expreſſed and vttered of 
another,or others, one or more,are 
either on the part ofthe ſpeaker, or 

. on the part of the hearer, 
 Thingsexprefled and vttered on 
the part of the ſpeaker, which are 
ſpeeches vtrered of ochers, either 
in priuate or in publike : 

In priuate, and thoſe arecither, 

In the preſence of the partie or 
parties,one or more,of whom they 
are ſpoken, and thoſeare ſpeeches 
fallly charging ſome1ll on another, 
or others. one or more, to their fa- 
ces, either contrary to knowledpe, 
or on ſome light ſuſpicion. \ 

Or behind their backes, and out 
of their preſence,and thoſe are tale- 
bearing,back-biting and [landering 


Q ſpeeches, 
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ſpeeches, and malicious defamati- 
| ons; and men doe carrie rales,back- 
| bite and Nander, and maliciouſly | 
defarne others, two waits: 

1 By whiſperingill of chem,by 
rounding in the eare, or cares of 
ſuch as will heare them. 

2 By (peaking ill of them more 
openly. ARd the whiſpering or 
ſpeaking ill more openly of others 
behinde their backes, is moſt vile 
and odious; when the report of ill 
that is either whiſpered, or ſpoken 
more openly, is falſc, or when it is 
coloured ouer with faire pretences. 

In publike, and thoſe are either, 

In the abſence of the partie, or 
parties,one or more,of whom they 
are ſpoken, which are ſpeeches ei- 
ther falſly charging ſo-ne ill on 0- 
thers behindetheir backes,and that 
either again(t knowledge, or on 
ſome light {uſpicion, or craly char- 


ging 
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ging ſumeill on them behindetheir 
backes out of malice, or by ſome 
by-reſpe&, by way of publike in- 
tormation, without any calling 
thereunto. 

Orinthe preſence of the partie, 
or parties, one or more, of whom 
they are ſpokenzand thoſe are ſpee- 
 Ches vrtered in operf place of 1u- 
ſtice and 1udgement, talſly char- 
gi"g ſome ill on others in their pre- 
ence: 

Either by 

The [udge or Iudges, one or 
more, in giuing falſe ſentence and 
vniuſt judgement againſt others,ve- 
ing before them to bee examined 
and tried, rouching ſome matter of 
crime. 

Or by Aduocares, Pleaders and 
Patrons of cauſes ; as (peeches vt- 
tered by them in their talle and vn- 
luſt pleading againſt others, being

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in ſome open court to be examined 
and tried touching ſome matter of 
crime. 

Or by Iurors,as ſpeeches vtrered 
by them, in giuing vp a falſe and 
vniuſt verdi@ againlt others, being 
in ſome open court to be examined 
couching ſome marrer of crime. 

Or by acculers, as ſpeeches vite- 
red by them,whereby they doe vn- 
juſtly and wrongtully accuſe 0+ 
thers, being in ſome open court to 
be examined and tried touching 
ſome marrer of crime, 

Or by witneſles, as ſpeeches vt- 
tered by them, whereby they doe 
vniultly teſtifie againſt others, be- 
ing in ſome open court to be exa- 
mined and tried touching ſome 
matter of crime, which is done 
three waies: 

1 By athrming ſomething as wit- 
nelles againft others , which they 

know 
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know is diretly and malicioully 
falle. 

2 By denying or concealing of 
ſomething knowne to themlelues 
to be true, and which they ought 
to ſpeake, 

3 By afhrming ſomething againit 
others, as witnetles,craftily and de- 
ceitfully. 

Things vttered and expreſſed of 
another, or others, one or more,on 
the part of the hearer, which are 
ſpeeches heard and willingly recei- 
ued, and entertained by the hearer, 
or hearers, one or more, being con- 
trary tothetruth, and tend to the 
hurt or hinderance of the good 
name of others, of whom they are 
ſpoken, and this is done two wates, 

1 By beleeuing and eaſily giuing 
credit to flying tales andill reports 
thatare made of others, not know- 


ing the thing, or things reported to 
Q'3 be 
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be true, and thereupon judging a- 
miſe of them, or hating them, or 
contemning them. 

2 By hearing of ill reports that 
are made of others, not knowing 
the thing or things reported to be 

' true, yet ſuſpcating them to bee 
falſe, with pauence and filence,and 
ſhewing no diilike to them art all, 
either by countznance,or {pcech,or 
__ away the body, or ſuch 

ke. 

And both theſe are moſt odious, 
when the report of ill is againſt 
fuch as are truly religious, and they 
are moſt pernicious, when the re- 
port of ill is beleeued, or heard, or 
received with parience, by Magi- 
ſtrates, and by ſuch as be in autho- 
ritle.

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The Affirmative part of the tenth 
Commandement. 


It requires two things in gene- 
rall: 

1 Originall puricie in all the 
powers and faculties of the ſoule, 
and an holy diſpolition and incli- 
nation ofthe ſoule, whereby a man 
or woman is atall times diſpoſed 
to thinke, will,and afteR that which 
the law of God requires, and is a- 
preeable to the true and perfe& 
loue of God and wen.
